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Record number of teams to race from Grayling 
to Oscoda in 60th AuSable Canoe Marathon

The 60th Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon, 
a 120-mile non-stop race from 
Grayling to Oscoda that will 
start on Saturday, July 28, at 
Ray’s Canoe Livery, will feature 
a record number of competitors. 
The 2007 AuSable Marathon’s 
Starting field of 77 teams breaks 
the previous record of 68, a 
mark that was established in 
2000. 

“It’s huge,” said Joe Wakeley, 
AuSable Marathon Committee 
co-chairman. “I think it will cer- 
tainly mean more spectators, 
more people aware of the race, 
more people from other states. I 
think there will be more people 
in the community.” 

“The committee’s busy work- 
ing, getting everything in order,” 
Wakeley said. “We're excited 
for a great race.” 

The 60th AuSable Marathon 
will also set a record for most 
first-time entrants. Forty out of 
the race’s 154 competitors will 
be paddling in their first 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 

“Record field, record number 
of first-timers. The race commit- 
tee is excited,” said Tim Zigila 
of the AuSable Marathon

The new shelter, which oper- 
ates as an independent non-prof- 
it organization, was made possi- 
ble by a collaborative effort 
from both county officials and 
several local organizations and 
statewide agencies. Although 
the project faced several major 
hurdles along the way, dedicated 
volunteers refused to let their 
plans fail through. 

“I’ve never been involved in a 
project that’s had so much com- 
munity support,” said Shelly 
Fuller of the Traverse City Rural 
Development office during the 
opening ceremony. 


The Traverse City office is the 


local branch of the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). The USDA’s rural 
development department pro- 
vided the new shelter with a

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Streetscape project 
ready to roll in Aug.

Grayling City officials and 
downtown business owners have 
been busy planning for the 
upcoming streetscape project. 

Construction is expected to get 
underway in mid-August for the 
Streetscape project on Michigan 
Avenue. 

Grayling City officials sent out 
a request for bids for the $1.3 
million streetscape project on 
July 13. Bids are due back in at 
city hall at 2 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Aug. 7. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said the construction firm 
that receives the bid will then be 
required to provide an insurance 
policy and performance bond to 
the city. The contract with the 
firm will demand that the project 
be completed within 100 days, 
and includes a provision that 
would levy up to a $1,000 fine 
per day for each day past the 
deadline if the work is not com- 
pleted. 

Thayer said the firm should 
have their equipment mobilized 
and will have construction 
underway a week after being 
awarded the bid. 

“t don’t imagine that they’re 
going to be tinkering around if 
they get the bid,” Thayer said. 

The project will include 


installing brick paved sidewalks, 
leveling and widening the side- 
walks, landscaping, decorative 
street lights, replacing sewer and 
water mains and = repaving 
Michigan Avenue and Burton 
Court streets. 

The City of Giving was 
awarded a $519,767 Community 
Development Block Grant from 
the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation to 
help pay for water, sewer and 
street upgrades in the downtown 
business district. 

A total of $224,100 of the pro- 
ject will be paid for through a 
special assessment levied on 
downtown business owners, 
based on the amount of property 
they own fronting Michigan 
Avenue. 

Contractors will be working 
on one block at a time, Thayer 
said, Businesses will remain 
open during the construction. 

“It’s going to be as least dis- 
ruptive as possible,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said that expanded 
sidewalks will allow businesses 
to have sidewalks sales and 
restaurants to have sidewalk 
cafes. 

“It’s going to be a magnet for 
businesses to have that activity 
on the sidewalks,” Thayer said.

An acclaimed AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon Paddler, former 
business owner and veteran, will 
serve as grand marshal for the 
AuSable River Festival Prate. 

Bernie Fowler, who competed 
in the inaugural AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon, will be hon- 
ored as the grand marshal for the 
AuSable River Parade. 

Fowler, a Roscommon native, 
arrived home in 1946 from the 
U.S. Marine Corps as a corporal 
in the Military Police. He was 
young, buff and ready to prove 
himself in the civilian sector. 

Fowler, and his brother-in-law, 
Jim Wakeley, decided to enter the 
first AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon Race held — in 
September 1947. It seemed like 
the thing to do for two physically 
active home town boys. They 
teamed up to paddle a 16-foot 
Grumman Canoe. 

Fowler, who worked as a river- 
boat guide, became hooked by 
the challenging experience. He 
ultimately raced in the first 10 
canoe marathon races from 1947 
to 1956 with five different part- 
ners. Fowler was the first to 
receive the Iron Paddler Award 
for completing 10 consecutive 
races. 

Teamed with Don Feldhauser, 
Fowler won the 1953, 1954 and 
1955 AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon races. 

At that time, a three-year con- 
secutive winning steak was 
required to keep the Mardson 
Memortal Michigan Canoe 
Championship Trophy. Fowler 


and Feldhauser set a new record 
in 1953 of 17 hours, 33 minutes, 
a time from which they never 
varied more than five minutes, 

Fowler’s wife, Patricia 
Stephan Fowler, assisted by 
members of the Stephan family, 
managed the support team for the 
team’s multiple in-state races 
from 1940 to 1953. Henry 
“Hank” Feldhauser assumed 
management of the team for the 
1954 and 1955 races. 

On July 26, 1986, Fowler and 
Don Feldhauser were inducted 
into the International Canoe 
Racing Hall of Fame. 

The Fowlers owned and oper- 
ated Edgewater on the AuSable, 
a hunting and fishing: resort 
located off of Stephan Bridge 
Road, for many years. They have 
three children - Jeff Fowler and 
Gail Ney, both of Grayling, and 
Stuart Fowler, who lives in 
Gaylord. 

Fowler served as the Grayling 
Township Supervisor for 20 
years, and was also a volunteer 
forest firefighter for. the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources for 40 years. 

Fowler has accumulated 810 
career AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon points. 

Christopher Wright, a local 
author and 1982 Grayling High 
School graduate, has been select- 
ed to serve as the emcee for the 
parade. 

Wright began his career in 
radio in 1983 at Grayling’s 
WQON and worked at various 
radio stations around the state as

Officials from the Michigan 
State Housing Development 
Authority asked the Crawford 
County Housing Commission to 
administer housing programs for 
Oscoda County. 

Crawford County will garner 
administrative fees from grants 
and loans given to Oscoda 
County residents. 

In addition, Oscoda County 
has agreed to pay Crawford 
County between $5,000 and 
$10,000 to cover expenses. 

“We're not looking to make a 
profit on this, but we’re very con- 
cerned about losing money, that’s 
why that range is there,” 
Crawford County Administrator 
aul Compo said. 

The Oscoda County Board of 
Commissioners requested that a 
a 90-day notice to terminate the 
contract be approved — by 
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Crawford County — officials 
instead of a 30-day notice that 
was in the initial contract, 

“I certainly understand the 
nature of housing programs,” 
Compo said. “Ninety days might 
be a lot easier to finish up certain 
things and tie up loose ends.” 

Compo will track expenses 
and revenues from the adminis- 
tration of Oscoda County’s hous- 
ing prograin. Financial updates 
will be given to county commis- 
sioners at their regular monthly 
comimmittce meetings. 

Crawford County Treasurer 
Joe Wakeley will continue to 
keep a close eye on the financial 
records for Crawford County’s 
Housing Commission. 

Laura Purtill, chairwoman of 
the Crawford County Housing 
Commission, said additional 
reports, programs and safeguards 
would be implemented to ensure 
that the needs of Crawford 
County residents are still met for 
housing issues. 

“If by next September, it looks 
like we’re on the losing end of 
this, we need to cut the cord,” 
Purtill said.

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners held a_ public 
hearing on a draft for a new sani- 
tary code last week. District 
Health Department #10 covers 
Crawford, Kalkaska, Lake, 
Manistee, Mason, Mecosta, 


Missaukec, Oceana and Wexford 


counties. 

By in large, the sanitary code 
covers the construction and foca- 
tion of septic systems and drain 
fields. 

Tom Reichard, environmental 
health director for District Health 
Department #10, said that the 
size of the septic systems and 
drain field in the proposed code is 
based on the number of bedrooms 
in a home and the amount of clay 
and sand in the soils. 

Under the code, a home with 
three or fewer bedrooms must 
have a septic tank with a mini- 


Kenquest House seeks toys, donations for babies

The appliances and cabinets 
have been replaced and the wall

Crawford AuSable School 
officials approved a financial 
measure last week that will allow 
the district to borrow funds from 
next year’s bond issue payment 
to fund emergency sewer repairs 
at the high school. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
District will: borrow up to 
$100,000 from bond issue funds 
the district will receive in the 
next year to replace the lift sta- 
tion at the Grayling High School. 
The lift station grinds up solids 
and pumps liquids from the 
school’s rest rooms and shower 
facilities, and sends the waste 
water to a septic field located by 
the school's football field. 

The lift station, which was 
installed in 1971, has not been 
working property for the last four 
to five years due to failing 
motors and electronics when the 
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mum capacity of 1,200 gallons or 
1,500 gallons if the home has a 
garbage disposal. 

A four bedroom home must 
have a minimum tank capacity of 
1,500 gallons or 2,000 gallons if 
there is a garbage disposal. The 
homeowner must add capacity of 
250 gallons for each additional 
bedroom over four bedrooms. 

Reichard said that health 
department officials rely on the 
honesty of homeowners and con- 
tractors applying for permits on 
the number of bedrooms and if 
there is going to be a garbage dis- 
posal in the home. 

“t's their septic system, and if 
you don’t put one in large 
enough, there’ going to be a detri- 
mental effect,’ Reichard said. 

One specific change for 
Crawford County in the proposed 
code is having a set back for the 
septic system set at 100 feet 
rather than 50 fect tf the system is 
located near a steam or lake. 
Reichard said that health officials 
would be open to consider vari- 
ances for permits. 

“With the set back being at 50 
feet, there was too much of an 


mothers and seven babies cur- 
rently staying at the Kenquest 
House could return to the home. 

But heavy smoke damage

Another change in the pro- 
posed code would preclude water 
softener backwash lines from 
being connected or discharged 
into the home’s sewage disposal 
system. 

John Hartmann, the owner of S 
& J Excavating, was the only cit- 
izen who spoke at the public 
hearing. Hartmann questioned 
why the septic systems were 
sized at a 1,200 gallon capacity 
when that is already the required 
standard in Crawford County. 

Linda VanGulis, the health 
officer for District Health 
Department #10, said health offi- 
Cials are trying to get all 10 coun- 
ties on the same page. 

“We're trying to bring the other 
counties up to the standards that 
you have now,” VanGillis said. 

The sanitary code also updates 
the codes covering tattoo parlors 
to include body piercing. 

The code also includes a provi- 
sion regulating beauty salons and 
businesses that have tanning 
beds.

Within one day, agreement 
was reached, and the state went 
back into full operation after a 
one-day shutdown. 

“Both sides. blinked,” Gov. 
Rendell said.

In an interview in The Detroit 
News, reporter Mark Hornbeck 
summarized the Rendell advice 
like this: “Don’t let them think 
you’re afraid to shut down state

Michigan has a much deeper 
problem than Pennsylvania’s 
but he emphasized the value of 
“one blessed fact” he shares 
with Gov.

In 
Pennsylvania, the battle was not 
over a $1.8 billion deficit, but 
rather how to use a $700 mil- 
lion surplus. 

The Pennsylvania solution 
provided no new taxes, and no 
further program cuts, either. 
The two sides wound up push- 
ing some of the surplus over 
into the next fiscal year.

Apparently shifting funds from 
year to year, as the case 
demands, is an accepted state 
budgeting. process, generally 
classified as smoke and mirrors. 
But thanks for the advice 
anyway, Gov. Rendell. 
Government shutdowns usu- 
ally are of very short duration, 
often only a day or so — or even 
hours ~ until agreement is 
found. However, they are sure 
to force serious consideration 
of both sides, and usually pro- 
duce often grudging compro- 
mises and finally agreement. 
The shutdown should only be 
used as a final resort, when all 
else fails.

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Improving fuel economy 
while promoting job growth 


Congress is currently engaged 
in a serious debate -about OUF 3 
nation’s énergy. policy, 
outcome will have a significant 
impact on Michigan’s economic 
future. There are some goals we 
all share, including reducing our 
dependence on foreign oil and 
decreasing greenhouse gas emis- 
sions. We also agree that 
increased gas mileage standards 
should be a part of how we 
achieve those goals. But many 
in Congress are seeking gas 
mileage standards that are 
unachievable, according to not 
just the Big 3 but also Toyota and 
Volkswagen and other manufac- 
turers. 

In addition to the loss of real- 
ism, they would further tilt the 
playing field against manufactur- 
ing in America. America has lost 
three million manufacturing jobs 
since 2001, including more than 
200,000 jobs in the automotive 
sector, Our manufacturers can 
compete with anyone on a level 
playing field but right now that 
field is already tilted against 
them. Our companies are not 
just competing against compa- 
nies overseas; they are compet- 
ing against entire foreign gov- 
ernments that strongly support 
their manufacturing sectors 
through currency manipulation 
and trade barriers. American 
companies must compete against 
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companies that have cheaper 
labor costs, do, not pay. health 
insitrance and legacy Costs} “oe ‘db 
not have to meet our strict envi- 
ronmental standards. 

The increased mileage stan- 
dards adopted by the Senate will 
tilt that uneven playing field 
even harder against our 
automakers. No other country 
would do that to its own compa- 
nies. 

The bill adopted : the Senate 
would establish a combined car- 
truck standard of 35 miles per 
gallon by 2020. The proponents 


claim that these standards will be © 


easy to meet with new advanced 
technology. The reality is that 
this standard is not achievable 
for automakers and will lead to 
further financial problems for 
companies with already weak 
financial positions and that 
means more job losses in the 
American auto industry. 

During Senate debate, several 
of us proposed an alternative 
approach to move toward our 
shared goals without hurting our 
automakers. Our amendment 
would have taken bold steps for- 
ward to improve fuel economy, 
reduce our dependence on for- 
eign oil, and protect the environ- 
ment. Our amendment would 
have established aggressive, yet 
achievable, fuel economy stan- 
dards for cars and light trucks 
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and would have set clear interim 
milestones for’ Teaching these 
néw’ standards. 

Specifically, .our amendment 
would have required a 30 percent 
increase in fuel economy stan- 


dards for cars by 2022 and a 35 


percent increase in standards for 
trucks by 2025, and our amend- 
ment would have provided 
greater certainty that these stan- 
dards will be met. It also would 
have provided the predictability 
needed by our auto companies to 
plan ahead and utilize advanced 
technologies. — 

To ensure that the technology 


would be available to meet these 


standards, our amendment also 
would have provided a signifi- 
cant new infusion of federal dol- 
lars to support advanced technol- 
ogy research, development, and 
demonstration programs across a 
wide spectrum of technologies -— 
from advanced batteries and 
lightweight materials to 
advanced clean diesel, hybrids, 
plug-in hybrids, and fuel cells, 
Meeting the new fuel economy 
standards under our amendment 
would haye been a stretch and a 
challenge for all of our country’s 
auto manufacturers — both our 
traditional American manufac- 
turers that built the foundation of 
the auto industry in this country, 
as well as manufacturers such as 
Toyota, Mazda, and Mitsubishi.

But it would not have pushed our 
companies beyond the breaking 
‘point, Senator Stabenow ‘and I 
lobbied hard for our amendment, 
but the other approach won out 
in the Senate. 

We were, however, able to 
secure a few improvements over 
the original bill considered by 
the Senate. The bill now pro- 
vides that the government will 
set the new requirements by type 
of vehicle instead of by compa- 
ny, ending a procedure that has 
discriminated against the domes- 
tic automakers, And the fuel 
economy standards after 2020 
were changed to the maximum 
feasible level rather than the 
original bill’s requirement of an 
arbitrary and unrealistic increase 
of four percent each year. 

The fight on this bill is not 
over. It is now being considered 
by the House of Representatives 
and will then go to a House- 
Senate Conference Committee. I 
hope in the end Congress will 
adopt a formula which supports 
significant carbon dioxide reduc- 
tions and promotes jobs in 
America. 

We can reduce our dependence 
on oil, reduce our greenhouse 
gas emissions, and improve the 
overall fuel economy of our 
vehicles on the road while sup- 
porting our American manufac- 
turers in the global marketplace.

Local Harry Potter fans line 
premiere 


up for final boo

“Wizards” of all ages descend- 
ed upon bookstores across the 
globe on Friday night last week 
to celebrate the official midnight 
release of the final Harry Potter 
book. While massive crowds of 
avid readers were making head- 
lines in London, the community 
of Grayling was host to a size- 
able premiere of its own. 

Over 50 Harry Potter fans, 
most of whom were in their teens 
or early twenties, lined up in 
front of AuSable Gifts in down- 
{own Grayling to get the earliest 
possible opportunity to read 
Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows, by author JK. 
Rowling. 

The spectacle of the event was 
at least equal to that of any Star 
Wars premiere. Many fans were 
dressed as wizards or their 
favorite characters from the nov- 
els. The excitement in the min- 
utes building up to the book 
release was palpable, with the 
wide smiles of the fans revealing 
that few scemed to mind the long 
wail. 

No one waited longer than the 
foursome of Joni Welsh, Sara 
Babbitt, Amber Pindell and Chris 
Nelson, who took the initiative to 
start the line at 6 p.m. They said 
that there is something about the 
fantasy of adventuring with 
Harry Potter and his closest of 
friends that just can’t be resisted. 

“You totally want to go to 
Hogwarts,” said Pindell. 

Other fans pointed out that 
finding out how the series ends is 
what makes this premiere partic- 
ularly thrilling. 

“J need to know. It’s not a 
want, It’s a need,” said event 
attendee Brianna Farrell, 

Event hosts Chris Madill and 
Lori Smith of AuSable Gifts 


packed cach book with free 
Harry Potter memorabilta. They 


said they were happy to provide 
an opportunity for Grayling resi- 
dents and visitors to participate 
in a worldwide event. 

“Lots of people don’t want to 
go out of town to get it,” said 
Smith, 

In the spirit of the occasion, 
the hosts played John Williams’ 
movie score and had snacks on 
hand for hungry fans. They said 
they felt that the fever for 
‘Rowling’s books is something to 
encourage. 

“It’s generated a lot of reading 
with kids. That’s a good thing,” 
said Smith, 

Interestingly, the Harry Potter 
phenomenon is unique ia the 
sense that this kind of premiere 
hype is virtually unprecedented 
in regards to books. From a 
logistical standpoint, it presents a 
major challenge that movies 
avoid. 

After all, (fa pop culture fanat- 
ic attends a midnight premiere 
for Lord of the Rings or The 
Matrix, that person gets to go to 
sleep two hours later after the 
movie is finished. But what do 
you do if the object of your 
obsessions is a 700+ page novel? 

The four fans who headed up 
the line said they expected to fin- 
ish the 1.8 pound hardcover 
novel in about two days. 

That's over 350 pages per day, 
which, by comparison, would be 
the equivalent of reading classic 
American author F, Scott 
Fitzgerald’s The Great Gatsby 
twice in one sitting. Maybe high 
school teachers and college pro- 
tessors who are having a hard 
lime getting students to do their 
reading should be assigning 
Harry Potter novels. 

Even more impressively, at 
least one local diehard fan took 
the plunge and read the entire 
novel immediately that night, 
foregoing sleep to take the ulti- 
mate fan endurance test.

Record number of teams to race from Grayling 
to Oscoda in 60th AuSable Canoe Marathon

Committee. “It’s really a transi- 
tion year. It’s the first or second 
year we haven't had the return- 
ing champs coming back to 
defend their title. We went 
through a decade of dominance 


with Serge (Corbin) and Jeff 


(Kolka), now we have a chang- 
ing of the guard. Iv Il be interest- 
ing to see who’s going to be the 
next dominant champion. It 
lends to some of the excitement, 
the field’s wide open. We’re 
looking forward to a great race.” 

Sixty-four teams started last 
year’s AuSable Marathon, and 
58 of them crossed the finish 
line, Water levels in the AuSable 
River are low this year, which 
may result in slower overall 


times and a lower percentage of 


teams finishing the race. 

“Last year we had good water 
and good weather, and saw 58 
teams finish. With the low water 
levels and depending on the 
weather, it could have an impact 
on how many teams finish. Low 
water will have an impact. It 
doesn’t look like we’re going to 
get much rain from now till the 
start of the race,” Wakeley said. 

Starting positions for the 
AuSable Marathon’s race start 
will be determined by Time 
Trials, a two-day event in which 
each team paddles a looped 
course at Penrod’s on Thursday, 
July 26, and Friday, July 27. Due 
io the large number of entrants 
this year, Time Trials will start 
one hour earlier than normal on 
Thursday, with sprints running 
from 4 p.m. to 9 p.m. On Friday, 
Time Trials will run from 2 p.m. 
to 6 p.m, 

“In order to accommodate that 


many teams we moved sprints up 
to 4 p.m. on Thursday. All of the 
slots were full. We did have to 
add an extra hour to get everyone 
in,” Wakeley said. 

Time Trials generally provide 
a decent forecast of which teams 
will post a top 10 finish in the 
AuSable Marathon. In both 2005 
and 2006, eight of the top 10 
teams at Time Trials also posted 
top 10 finishes in the AuSable 
Marathon. 

After Friday’s Time Trials 
event, the annual Marathon 
Dinner will be held at the 
Grayling Ramada Inn (formerly 
the Grayling Holiday Inn) at 
6:30 p.m. The dinner will be 
emceed by George Blaha, a radio 
and television play-by-play com- 
mentator for the Detroit Pistons, 
and the event will include a Hall 
of Fame induction ceremony.
